Conditions Ruling in the Market for 
This Important Stock. 


Rumors of Lower Prices—Manufacturers Say That There 
Is No Surplus Fibre on the Market, and That 
Prices Will Not Be Lower—New Out- 
put to Come on the Market. 


The condition of the soda pulp market has been an im- 
portant subject of discussion in the local trade for the pasi 
two weeks. The burden of the talk heard has been to the 
effect that the high prices which have prevailed in that 
commodity for months are now a thing of the past. This 
view of the situation amounts to a conviction in some 
minds. Those who entertain it express themselves sub- 
stantially as follows: “Soda pulp is weak and for a very 
good reason. The demand for it has steadily fallen off in 
the past three monihs owing to the inactivity in book 
and writing papers. Recently all the Western book mills 
have been closed down for two weeks and are again idle 
this week. Now this wholesale shutting down of these 
mills has certainly put a lot of soda on the market. The 
dullness in writings must have also contributed to the 
volume of stocks unused. Then again another element 
tending to depress quotations on soda is the fact that a 
lot more is coming on the market very soon. This will 
be produced by the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, the Penobscot Chemical Fibre Company, of Great 
Works, Me., and by the Columbian Paper Company at its 
new plant at Bristol, Va.” 

To ascertain the truth of the above statements a repre- 
sentative of THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL made inquiries 
of those who should know the facts in regard to soda 
pulp. At the office of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company it was stated that that company was fitting up 
but that it would not be completed for at 
least two months, and that when it was finished the com- 
pany expected to use nearly all it manufactured. The 
Penobscot Chemical Fibre Company, it was learned, had 
recently increased its daily production only about 10 tons. 
This is a different story from that heard, namely, that the 
company had doubled its daily capacity of 40 tons. As 
for the new plant at Bristol, Va., it is stated positively that 
its product will not be on the market before the first of 
the coming year. 

In regard to the other plants that expect to be making 
soda fibre later on, such as the Oxford Paper Company, 
of Rumford Falls, the statement is made that nearly all 
the fibre that will be turned out by such plants will be used 
in making paper by the mills producing it. Therefore the 
conclusion is drawn that the supply of soda will not be 
materially increased in the immediate future. 

Speaking in regard to the present state of the Wesiern 
market Frank L. Norris, of the Muncie Pulp Company, 
Muncie, Ind., said to a representative of THe PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL last week: “The shutting down of the 
book mills has not affected us, except that it is giving us 
some chance to catch up to our orders. And it will be a 
long time before we are caught up. So if the mills should 
stay closed down for weeks to come it would not affect 
the price of soda, simply because the demand has been so 
great that the product of the soda plants has been sold 
ahead for the next six months.” 

At the offices of the Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, the Jessup & Moore Paper Company, the Duncan 
Company and the other large producers of soda it was 


a soda plant, 


‘cut could not be hauled out, 


stated that there was as yet no change in the situation as 
1ar as soda was concerned. ‘Lhe local representatives o1 
these companies united in saying that their mills were using 
all the soda they made, excepting, of course, the compara- 
tively small amount sold on old contracts, and that, judging 
from the state of their paper business, they would have no 
surplus worth speaking ot in the immediate future. They 
argued, therefore, that the market quotation on soda would 
not go much lower than it is at present. 

One of the gentlemen referred to said: ‘The demand for 
soda is just now not active; still that fact has not affected 
its price very much, as the mills making it have sold most 
of their product ahead. The quotation prevailing to-day is 
at least 3 cents at the mill, not delivered. What it will be 
on new contracts for shipment within the next six months 
is the most important question connected with the subject. 
In my opinion 3 cents will continue to be the asking price, 
but as most of the contracts will be made next month the 
dullness of the summer season will have its effect in de- 
pressing the figure to 234 cents at the mill. I feel confident 
that the price will not go lower. 

Notwithstanding the statements made by the producers of 
soda, the impression is strong in the local market that soda 
It has been even said that sales have been made 
This is, of course, indignantly 
denied by the manufacturers. It is also said that large 
makers of soda are now filling their foreign contracts. This 
alleged fact is construed as evidence of weakness in the do- 
mestic market.

THE NATIONAL PULP BOARD CO. 


It Holds Its Fifth Annual Meeting and Re-elects Its Old 
Staff of Officers—President French Talks on Pulp, 
Which He Declares Is King. 


The fifth annual meeting of the National Pulp Board 
Company was held at Jersey City on Tuesday of this 
week. The only business before the meeting was the 
election of officers. This resulted in the re-election of the 
old board. The names of the gentlemen are: President, 


J. W. French, of the Michigan Wood Pulp Company, 
Niles, Mich.; vice-president, J. P. Lewis, of the J. P. 
Lewis Company, Beaver Falls, N. Y.; treasurer, E. B. 
Denison, of the Androscoggin Pulp Company, Portland, 
Me.; secretary, H. Egbertson, of New York. 

After the meeting these officials were found at the New 
York office of the company, 120 Times Building, by a 
_representative of THE Paper TRADE JouRNAL. In the 
course of a few remarks President French said: ‘‘Wood 


pulp is king. Stocks of it are scarce and short waier, which 
is now beginning to be felt, will make it still scarcer. To- 
day there is no such thing as a surplus of ground wood, 
and, in my opinion, there will not be any surplus for at 
least a year. This fact will keep the price of all wood 
papers from going very low. To cut the wood alone 
last winter cost the contractors 100 per cent. more than it 
did. the previous year. This advance is on labor alone. 
While a year ago last winter the contractors paid about $18 
per month, this year they paid $35 and $36 per month. 
The cut itself was short last season, partly because labor 
would not go into the woods. Then, again, all that was 
as the fall of snow was in- 
sufficient. So you see that all of these disadvantages have 
contributed to make ground wood scarce. The rivers out 
our way are evidently going to do their share toward 
making ground wood precious. Recently the Western 
streams have gone down considerably. So, with a short 
supply of pulp wood and low water, I cannot see how 
paper and boards are to go any lower.” 


PAPER BAGS. 


Union Bag and Paper Company De- 
Clares Quarterly Dividend. 


President Fisher Talks as to Market Conditions —Says 
There Is No Bag War—The Union Did Not Cut 
Prices—It Only Followed the Course 
of the Paper Market. 


The directors of the Union Bag and Paper Company 
met at the Fifth Avenue Hotel on Monday, and declared 
the regular 134 per cent. dividend on the preferred stock 
of the company. After the meeting L. G. Fisher, the presi- 
dent of the company, was seen by a representative of THE 
ParER TRADE JOURNAL. In answer to inquiries President 
Fisher said: “The notion that there is a bag war in ex- 
istence is a mistaken one. There is no such war as far as 
we are concerned. Neither is there a wholesale cutting of 
prices, as has been reported. We surely are not cutting 
prices. All we have done in the matter of prices has been 
to lower them to correspond to the market value of the 
manufactured product. This return by us to practically 
the old figures is only following the market. During the 
business activity of last fall and winter we had to raise 
prices, as it cost us more to turn out our bags. Later the 
demand became so great that we still further increased the 
price in an attempt to keep orders away from us. Recently, 
as you know, the boom has gradually subsided, and we have 
taken off the advances made, so that now our list is about 
the same as it was before the excitement. That is all there 
is to the story of a so-called bag war. Of course, as the 
Union lowered its prices the independent manufacturers 
had to do likewise, as it is a fact that they cannot do busi- 
ness except they sell from 10 to 20 per cent. under our list. 
But we are not interested in what the other makers of 
bags are doing. We are satisfied with the amount of busi- 
ness that comes to us. The demand for bags is good at 
present. This is partially due to the fact that the high 
prices that prevailed this winter prevented consumers from 
ordering heavily. It looks as if they hoped for lower 
prices. Now that they have got them they are ordering 
heavily. Old stocks must be pretty well depleted, judging 
from the amount of new business that is being done. It 
should be remembered that the consumption of bags never 
stops.” 


A Change in Mill Ownership.

APPLETON, Wis., June 11.—A business change of some 
importance has just been consummated at Menasha, being 
a dissolution of partnership in the S. A. Cook Manufac- 
turing Company. The Menasha paper mill that has been 
operated under that name will become the property of M. 
H. Ballou, who has been its manager, S. A. Cook retiring. 
On the other hand, Mr. Ballou will yield to Mr. Cook his 
interest in the new plant at Alexandria, Ind., which went 
into operation about the first of the present year. Mr. 
Cook expects to continue his residence in Neenah.

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REPORTS FROM PAPER CENTRES. 


Most of the Markets Are Quiect--The Shutdown of Western 
Book Mills Having Good Effect—Other 
Mills Fairly Busy. 


Quotations remain about the same, yet the feeling is that 
they are weaker. This seems to be the consensus of opin- 
ion in the local trade. The jobbers report a continuance oi 
the quiet market. Those who handle a full line and sell in 
small lots say that they have been fairly busy up to the 
present, but that now they are beginning to feel the effects 
of the summer dullness. Paper dealers who carry a limited 
number of grades say that business is very quiet, and that 
orders of any magnitude are very rare. Mill agents report 
that they are doing very little. The representatives of the 
mills making the best grades say that they are booking 
some sizable orders, but that these are taken at figures that 
indicate a concession of 4 cent at least under the quota- 
tions of a-few weeks ago. It is said in the local trade that 
a large order for book paper was taken at a very low figure 
this week. The small book mills are not gathering much 
new business in this market just at present. News is re- 
ported to be not so strong as it was. There is only a small 
demand for paper here this week. 


Business Quiet at Holyoke.

Business with the mills has continued along an 
unbroken path the past week. It has been rather 
quiet on the whole, but the mills seem to expect 
it.

I am told, however, that the 
Weston and Crane Mills at Dalton are running full time 
in all departments. Prices are not to be cut, I am in- 
formed, and it seems to be the general opinion of the 
manufacturers in this section that prices are as low now 
as they can consistently go.

No Changed Conditions in Boston.

Reports coucerning business are getting monotonous, 
as they are about the same from week to week and the re- 
ports show very quiet trade. 

The limited movement of paper from jobbers’ hands 
is not due entirely to the lessened demand in this sec- 
tion, jobbers with extended trade connections saying that 
the calls from the South and West are equally limited. 

Prices are a little unsettled, but not so much so as they 
would be if all the mills were turning out their full produc- 
tion. Outside of news and tissue no grades of paper are 
being turned out as liberally as they could be if the de- 
mands of the market required it. The curtailing of pro- 
duction is the one redeeming feature of the situation, as 
it prevents an actual slump in prices, which would uaturally 
take place if an overproduction from various sources was 
being forced upon the market. 

Owing to the lessened production of paper mills are not 
calling for much paper stock, which fact makes poor busi- 
ness for importers and domestic dealers. And so business 
is quiet all along the line and likely to continue so for a 
month or two.

Fox River Market in Waiting State. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., June 11.—Not much that is either in- 
teresting or noteworthy can be said this week about the 
condition of business in this district. No changes of any 
account are to be recorded from last week. The market 
seems to be in a waiting state. Manufacturers say that or- 
ders are comparatively quiet. A number of orders have 
been received for quick delivery before the shutdown of 
the book and writing mills this week, but there is little 
business ahead, as used to be the case but a short time ago. 

Fox River Valley manufacturers who attended the meet- 
‘ing in Chicago last week of the Western Book Paper 
Makers’ Association say that all the mills in the associa- 
tion were represented and the feeling in favor of the shut- 
down next week was universal. In spite of the quiet and 
unsatisfactory conditions at present, it is noticeable that 
there is a disposition among the manufacturers to believe 
that the paper market is not in such bad state as some 
people would have the public believe. Almost everyone 
is looking for a change before fall, so that the fall trade 


will be reasonably good, and occasional sanguine talkers a handy price is paid for the product. There is but little 


express themselves as believing that there will be a very 
appreciable improvement as early as July. It is pointed 
out that the manufacturers were never before animated 
by such a desire to pull together and deal concertedly for 
the general good and for the protection of the market. 
Then, too, it is felt that the stocks in the jobbers’ hands 
must by this time be very low, and will need quick re- 
plenishment. It is generally admitted that the scramble 
for paper is over, but the present dearth of orders can- 
not last much longer, and the natural tide of business must 
set back again in a short time. As soon as people find 
that it is commercially impossible to frighten manufac- 
turers into wide recessions in prices, buying will be com- 
menced again, though perhaps not on the extraordinary 
scale of the past. 

The impossibility of perfectly gauging the market, how- 
ever, has been demonstrated, even when the wisest minds 
in the trade have been engaged upon the problem. Two 
months or a little more ago plenty of men could be found 
who believed that the volume of business then coming in 
could not continue indefinitely, but there was not one 
who did not believe the conditions at that time would rule 
till the end of the year at least.

Philadelphia Is Seasonably Busy.

PHILADELPHIA, June 12—The Quaker City feels the 
dulling influence of the summer time in paper trade cir- 
cles, but careful inquiry fails to show more than the cus- 
tomary dullness. Indeed, a number of houses declare that 
they are seasonably busy. A. G. Elliot & Co. close their 
fiscal year this month, and they have to report that the 
volume of business during the past year was better than 
any for the past ten years. There is no change in the 
price situation, although many think book, manila and 
writings a little easier. E. R. G. 


Good Business in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, June 11.—There have been no marked 
changes in the general condition of trade in this section 
of the Middle West during the past week. The action of 
the Wisconsin paper mill men in forming a combine will 
have no direct effect in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois or Michi- 
gan, except as far as purchases by jobbers are concerned. 
In other words, mill centres are but little interested in the 
combine, and it is regarded here as a purely local affair 
for the section which expects to derive the benefits. Writ- 
ings remain about the same. It may appear tiresome to 
hear of roseate conditions in this line in the Miami Valley, 
but both the independent and the American Writing Paper 
Company’s mills are busy on substantial orders. 
men admit that trade has been slow for a period, but they 
claim not to have experienced the shock which gave some 
of the other mill men a pronounced “tired feeling” and 
a “far away” look. It is, to be sure, a trifle quiet in writ- 
ing circles, but there has been practically little or no 
change in conditions or in quotations recently. Flats 
are bringing anywhere from 5 to 6% cents, and bonds 
from 6 to 8 cents. Higher prices are received for slightly 
better grades. 

Straw board and straw wrappings are flying in the ethe- 
real regions. The prices on the former are firm and the 
demand active. The association has guarded the latter, 
and a list of quotations unexcelled is the result. Perhaps, 
after all, it is not the association that is mainly responsible 
for good prices in straw papers. Conditions govern this 
trade largely, and the scarcity of the raw product insures 
big figures but small profits. In the Far West the situation 
differs somewhat, and prices are lower, but the Middle 
West supports ten times the number of mills and the 
prairie contingent is an impotent commercial factor. 

Kansas and Missouri are furnishing the bulk of the 
straw for this region, and it is not difficult to surmise that

straw in this locality, and it is practically unobtainable at 
any price hereabouts. The most unpleasant feature of the 


situation is the unsatisfactory prospect of a yield this fall.

THE FOREIGN MARKETS. 


Almost a Coal Famine on the Continent and Scarcity in 
England—Paper and All Its Raw Material Firm 
and High in Price. 








[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, June 4.—There is very little in the way of 
news to report this week. If any one topic is of para- 
mount interest in paper trade circles it is the continued 
scarcity and high price of coal. On the Continent, and 
especially in Germany, there seems to be a genuine coal 
famine, and as if to intensify its acuteness the coal mine 
owners are arranging for concerted action to increase the 
price of their product. All Southern Europe is short of 
coal, on account of the usual supplies from this country 
having been largely cut off. It seems certain that if 
America wants to control the Mediterranean coal mar- 
kets she can do it by simply furnishing supplies. The 
drawback heretofore has been that your ships bringing 
coal could not get return cargoes, but it is believed that 
this difficulty can now be overcome. 

The market for paper in all grades remains firm. As 
the crisis of the South African war is over, there is some 
falling off in the demand for “news,” and a further decline 
is looked for soon, but a falling off in the demand for 
newspapers on account of war news ought to be followed 
by increased activity in the book and general market. 

Raw materials show no signs of lower prices. Sellers 
of Scandinavian wood pulp are very stiff in their quota- 
tions, and very high prices are being asked and obtained. 
In chemical wood pulp the supply is meagre and prices 
extremely firm. Of soda pulp there is practically none in 
the market. In straw pulp the market is firm. In fact, 
the same may be said of the paper market in general and 
of all the raw materials, including esparto and home and 
foreign rags. BriITON. 


A. W. Esleeck to Organize a New Company. 


Western Massachusetts Office 
THE PaPER TRADE Jovnxa, t 
HOLYOKE, Mass., June 12, 1900. 

A. W. Esleeck, of this city, is the prime mover of a 
body of men who have secured control of the Marshall mill 
at Turners Falls, Mass. Mr. Esleeck told me to-day, be- 
fore his departure for the State Legislature, of which he is 
a member, that the organization of the company would be 
commenced at once. It will be incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Massachusetts, but the amount of the cap- 
ital stock has not as yet been determined. Very little of 
the details of organization have been completed, and it will 
likely be two or three weeks before Mr. Esleeck is in a posi- 
tion to say anything concerning the new company. It is 
certain, though, that Alfred T. Judd, who was -interested 
with Mr. Esleeck in the Esleeck Paper Company at one 
time, will go to Turners Falls with the new company. 
Mr. Judd will very likely represent it on the road. 

Mr. Esleeck stated that the output of the mill would be 
changed from what it originally was under the old com- 
pany, but he was not in a position to state just what the 
mill would turn out. The price of the property is not given 
out, but it is believed to be reasonable, as the plant was 
bought at auction May 12 by the Massachusetts Loan and 
Trust Company, of Boston, for $57,000, with certain claims 
additional. There are unpaid taxes amounting to $2,500, 
and the Turners Falls Water Company has a claim of 
$9,000. It is stated that the expense of equipping the mill, 
which is said to have some of the finest paper machinery 
of any mill in this country, has been a drawback to its 
successful operation in the past. Mr. Esleeck’s company 
will put the mill into condition for the manufacture of the 
grades of paper desired. 

It is thought that the mill will make a fine line of tis- 
sues, for which it is especially adapted. Mr. Esleeck stated 
this morning that he would finish his term in the State 
Legislature, and after that he would give his whole time to 
the mill. The capitalization of the company may not be 
over $75,000 or $100,000. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Esleeck sold out the 
Esleeck Paper Company, of this city, to the American 
Writing Paper Company upon its organization last year. 
That mill is now operated as a part of the Nonotuck Di- 
vision of the company. It originally belonged to the Nono- 
tuck Paper Company before its purchase by Mr. Esleeck, 
who is well known to the trade, he having been connected 
with it for a score of years. He was originally with the 
Valley Paper Company as treasurer, and before his pur- 
chase of the Nonotuck mill was treasurer of the Beebe & 
Holbrook Company. Other Holyoke men will likely be in- 
terested in the new company at Turners Falls.

WESTERN BOOK PAPER MEN. 


Their Meeting in Chicago Last Week—A Full Attendance 
Present—Mills Ordered Shut Down from 
June 9 to June 18.

CHICAGO, June 11.—The Western Association of Book 
Paper Manufacturers met in Chicago on Wednesday, June 
6. The meeting was very brief, and the proceedings con- 
sisted simply in a short interchange of views and the pas- 
sage of a resolution to close the book mills of the West 
from Saturday night, June 9, to Monday morning, June 18. 

There was a full representation. Among the mills rep- 
resented were the Kimberly & Clark Company, George A. 
Whiting, the Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis.; 
the Fox River Paper Company, the Kalamazoo Paper 
Company, the Winnebago Paper Mills, the Michigan 
Wood Pulp Company, of Niles, Mich.; the George H. 
Friend Paper and Tablet Company, of West Carrollton, 
Ohio, and others. M. 





The Miami Valley Book Mills. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 11.—All of the mills in the Miami 
Valley were closed this week, and will suspend during the 
time ordered by the Western Book Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. The next session will be held at the Auditorium 
in Chicago the last Wednesday in June. The latter state- 
ment is within itself an explanation of the improvement 
wrought in the book trade by the system employed, viz., 
that of curtailing production, for the meetings have been 
held at shorter intervals. The previous meeting was held 
June 6 and the next occurs June 27, unless conditions 
should assume a complicated phase and an earlier session 
be decided upon. 

A well-known member of the trade, when asked for his 
opinion on the situation, said: “No one can deny that the 
plan adopted has been effective, nor can it*be doubted that 
future action will be sufficient to meet all exigencies. The 
trade required just what it has received, but how much 
longer this suspension will be necessary cannot be foretold. 
Trade has improved considerably, though there has been 
only a slight change in prices. However, it was not our 
intention to take any action in the matter of prices. We 
well knew that figures would right themselves if we but 
handled the output properly. We cannot create a demand, 
but we can control production and this is the essential 
point, All things else will come in the course of time. 
We are not held blamable because the warehouses are 
full, except that we prospered beyond reason for a time. 
Every decrepit mill in the country blossomed under the 
stress of prosperity and every idle plant became active. 
There was an abundance of business and everybody and 
his neighbor in the jobbing trade bought heavily and all 
‘have been loaded to the guards.’ But these stocks are 
gradually diminishing and sooner or later the book mar- 
ket will be relieved.” 

Orders have multiplied while the mills were idle, and 
the slight shading in prices is becoming less noticeable, 
for the simple reason the “law of supply and demand” is 
again asserting its supremacy. M. V. 


Trade Matters at Fulton, N. Y. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Fu.ton, N. Y., June 11.—The water in the Oswego River 
and its tributaries is slowly dropping, and indications that 
the low water season will soon be here are multiplying. 
As yet no actual inconvenience from scarcity of water is 
reported. And it is very possible that heavy rains may be 
forthcoming which will check the fall of water until late in 
the year. The river was unusually high during the early 
spring, but the expected spring rains did not materialize to 
any marked degree, and the slowly decreasing flow of water 
is the result. United action by the water users, based on 
their experience of draughts in recent years, will undoubt- 
edly be taken to get the most possible good to all from what 
water there is. Efforts will be made to arrange between the 
water users of the upper and lower dams in Fulton, to 
maintain a steady flow of water and to keep the head up as 
high as possible. 

At the upper dam, the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper 
Company, and at the lower fall, the Victoria Paper Mills 
Company, will be able to use steam for the paper machines 
whenever necessary. A new 150 horse power Corliss en- 
gine is now being installed in the Victoria mills. Their Nos. 
4 and § paper machines will be driven from this engine, the, 
power being transmitted by the rope system of driving. 
This is a new departure for the Victoria Paper Mills Com- 
pany, which has always depended upon water power. for its 
machines, and -has suffered much inconvenience apd; loss 
of time during the last few years, when the dry séasOfi was 
at its height. . 

T. H. Morrissey, who has been superintendent of the 
Victoria Paper Mills Company’s No. 5 mill, left Saturday 
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night for Niagara, Wis. He is to take charge of the new 
mill of the Kimberly & Clark Company at that point, one 
of the most complete and up to date plants in the country. 
Mr. Morrissey has been very successful in Fulton in his 
operation of the mills under his care. He leaves also many 
friends who wish him success in his new undertaking. 

The Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company, under 
J. H. Hollingsworth’s superintendence, is making new rec- 
ords in daily production. Preparations for installing a new 
cylinder paper machine are being made, and much of the 
new machinery has already been delivered. The company 
suffered a small loss by fire in one of its tenement houses 
recently. 

The Dilts Machine Works are running overtime on or- 
ders for pulp grinders, wet machines and beating engines. 
A full force is being employed and large shipments are fre- 
quent. F. B. 


ForEIGN NOTEs. 


A straw pulp factory is about to be built by H. Oscar 
Dietrich in Weissenfels, Germany. 

Aktiengesellschaft du k.k. Papierfabrik Schlogmuhl, 
near Vienna, recently declared a dividend of 3 per cent.; 
Erste Wiener Zeitungs Gesellschaft, in Vienna, 5 per cent. 
dividend and a super-dividend of 1 florin per share. 

Makers of pulp boards in Germany have formed an as- 
sociation, with offices at Rochsburg, in Saxony. It is 
stated that 95 per cent. of the Saxon makers have joined, 
and manufacturers in other districts are being invited to 
do so. 

The advance in prices of paper has evidently frightened 
many German publishers. The latter have formed an as- 
sociation, and, as previously stated in these columns, 
have had under consideration for some time the building 
of new paper mills in order to be independent of the 
paper maker. Our contemporary, Papier Zeitung, fears 
overproduction, and suggests that some of the makers of 
news should offer their mills to the syndicate in order 
that the latter may have the opportunity to experiment 
and see whether paper can be produced at a lower cost 
than present market prices. 

The bulletin of the Central National Library at Florence 
for April 30 contains a description of the happy effects 
produced on infirm paper and parchment by Dr. Schill’s 
solution, first published last September at Dresden. It 
is injurious neither to. ink nor to colors, and, permits dis- 
infection. It furnishes a new, impervious surface, that 
may be written on and the writing expunged. Bindings, 
too, are rendered more durable by it. The compound is 
known commercially as “Zapon,” and it is to be had at 
3 marks the litre, of Otto Winkler, Uferstrasse 8, Leip- 
sic, along with the necessary apparatus and instructions. 

According to an order of the Hamburg Customs au- 
thorities, metal cloths made of copper or brass wire and 
intended for paper mills, &c. (with the exception of those 
which are made of finely varnished brass wire or are 
nickeled), in so far as they are not combined with wood 
or unpolished iron, are to pay duty under No. 19 d 1 of 
the tariff, at the rate of 18 marks per 100 kilogs. (gs. 2d. 
per cwt.). On the other. hand, when combined with ma- 
terials other than those named, provided that they do not 
come under No. 20 of the tariff (“fine, fancy and small 
wares, &c.”), such cloths are to pay duty according to 
No. 19 d 2 at the rate of 30 marks per 100 kilogs. (15s. 3d. 
per cwt.). 


Improving the Frontenac Plant. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dexter, N. Y., June 11.—The Frontenac Paper Com- 
pany has commenced the construction of the new engine 
room and boiler house to replace the old power plant. 
The boiler house will be a 28x38 fireproof brick structure, 
located -at the left of the main building and as near as pos- 
sible to prevent loss of power in transmission. In it will 
be installed a 72x18 Atlas-Corliss high pressure horizontal 
tubular boiler, having a minimum rating of 150 horse power 
and capable of delivering 250 horse power at 150 pounds 
pressure. The building will be so arranged as to admit 
of the placing of a second boiler of the same size should 
the needs of the plant demand. The smokestack will be 
80 feet high, set in a brick stub, and of sufficient capacity 
to give ample draught for the second boiler. 

The néw engine room will be 28x30 feet, built of brick, 
and, aJthough-located in the céntre of the plant, will 
be so constructed as to isolate it from the rest of the 
mill, making the structure absolutely fireproof. In 


"it will be installed a 14x42 Atlas-Corliss engine capable of 


developing a minimum horse power of 150, with a one- 
fifth cut-off and 80 pounds pressure, with a maximum 
power, of 250 with one-quarter cut off. The old 12x24 
Fitchburg engine, which is to be replaced, will also be in- 
stalled in the new room, to be used as an auxiliary for the 


purpose of running the beater room during low water.

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BLOTTING PAPERS, 


New Uses for Them in Various Industries—The Mills 
Making This Grade of Product—Buyers of 
Blotting Not Overstocked. 








A new era for blotting paper is shortly to begin, if re- 
ports relating to that branch of the industry are to be 
believed. From all accounts, it would seem that more 
progress is being made in blotting just at present than 
in any one of the other kinds of paper. If this should 
savor of an overstatement of the facts, it can at least be 
said with truth that a great many experiments are now 
being made by the manufacturers of blottings, all looking 
to the greater utilization of that kind of paper in the 
mechanical and kindred arts. Many of these experiments 
have been eminently successful. As a result of them, 
blotting paper is rapidly taking the place vi glass, cork 
and tin for caps on bottles. It is also used by piano 
manufacturers instead of the old style of deadening felts. 
Tailors now use thick blotting papers for pressing cloths. 
Jewelers also use them for chucks on polishing machines, 
as they do not let the stones slip so easily as other materi- 
als. Electricians have found that blotting paper, when 
treated to chemical baths, is just what they need for in- 
sulating purposes. They use large quantities of it. These 
are but a few of the many new uses to which blotting 
papers are put. The list could be extended almost in- 
definitely. It even includes bathrobes, which are now 
being made of such papers by the Germans. But per- 
haps the most interesting experiments that are now going 
on with these papers relate to the efforts being made to 
substitute blotting paper for linen bandages in the hos- 
pitals. Already a pliable sheet of paper made up of many 
very thin sheets is being used by surgeons for dressing 


The advantage of the blotting paper lies in its 


wounds, 
After each dressing 


absorbent qualities and its cheapness. 
the soiled bandages are burned up. 

These new avenues for the consumption of blotting 
paper promise large returns to the manufacturers who 
are enterprising enough to grasp the opportunities pre- 
sented. That they will do so goes without saying, as they 
have shown their adaptability in the past fifteen years in 
responding to the call for advertising novelties and other 
commercial uses to which blotting paper is now put. 
To-day the consumption of blotting paper used for ad- 
vertising purposes has reached enormous proportions. 
Nearly every branch of trade is now represented in the 
wholesale distribution of blotters with which everyone is 
familiar. Insurance companies are the mainstays of the 
blotting paper manufacturers in this line. 

Speaking of the state of the market for these papers 
a prominent manufacturer said to a representative of 





Tue Parer TRADE JouRNAL this week: “There. has been 
a good fair demand all through the year for all grades. 
The cheaper grades took second place, as. the public now 
wants better paper. This is because the public feels more 
prosperous, and has found out that it does not pay to use 
poor blottings. The export business in blottings is de- 
veloping, and now shows an increased demand. The out- 
look is encouraging. We are probably not feeling the 
depression in trade as much as other paper manufacturers 
because our customers did not overstock. We prevented 
their doing so by holding to our regular prices. Of 
course, there was some slight advance made, but not 
enough to alarm our trade.” 

Although the market for blotting paper is large, there 
are but three mills in this country devoted exclusively to 
its manufacture. Besides these, there are abuvt ten other 
mills in the country that turn out some blottings in ad- 
dition to other grades of paper. The three mills that make 
only blottings were until recently one machine mills. 
Within a few weeks, however, one of them has put in a 
new go-inch machine. This, in addition to the 76-inch 
machine, gives that mill a daily capacity of 12 tons. 

Referring to the question of what constitutes a good 
blotting paper, a gentleman who should know said this 
week: “The so-called tests used on blottings are useless. 
There is but one reliable test, and that is to use the blot- 
ter; if it absorbs the ink instantly, it is good. If it does 
not do so, it is not an A No. 1 blotter. So the capillary 
test, the burning test and the wetting and tasting tests 


are ail rot.” 


Single Men vs. Married Men. 


The sporting men of Carter, Rice & Co., Boston, were 
pitted against each other in a game of baseball, last Satur- 
day afternoon, on Franklin Field. It was single men vs. 
married men. The single men put G. Blake in the hox 
and Mr. Douglass behind the bat, while H. Barry, pitcher, 
and W. Prior, catcher, did the hard work for the married 
men’s team. At the end of the sixth inning the score was 
23 to 19 in favor of the single men, when the game was 
called off, everybody being too exhausted to play any 
longer. 

E. H. Palmer, of the firm, went out to see the game, 
but he felt so bad to see the married men done up that he 
left for home before the finish. The umpire got himself 
very much disliked by both teams. One of the boys on a 
single base hit made direct for third base and, was dis- 
gusted when he got there to find that the beer bucket had 
been moved to second base. Then he was declared out 
but claimed his beer on a foul play—for moving the 
bucket. The boys put up a fine hot game, barring errors, 
for not even the professional crack teams can show 23 
runs in six innings. 





Pulp Mills at Grand Falls. 


Banoor, Me., June 11.—The building of the pulp plant at 
Grand Falls, N. B., in which Senator Redfield Proctor, of 
Vermont, and other well-known Americans are interested, 
is now said to be assured. It is said that the capital stock 
of the company will be $7,000,000. One-half of the capital 
is to be furnished by Americans and the other half by Brit- 
ish capitalists. 

The plans for this mill have been in preparation for two 
years. Its capacity will be 5,500 tons of news, 225 tons of 
ground wood pulp and 175 tons of sulphite pulp. 

Twelve miles above the falls mills for the manufacture 
of pulp and various products of hard and soft woods will 
be erected. In this enterprise several well-known men are 
interested, among them Lord Strathcona, Frank Stetson, 
of St. John, N. B., and the Hon. E. R. Burpee, of Bangor.

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LOW WATER IN THE FOX RIVER. 


The Power Company Makes Further Restrictions as to the 
Amount of Water to Be Used by Manufacturers— 
Steam Plants Will Be Used. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


APPLETON, Wis., June 11.—The 
power on the Fox River is already causing no little un- 
easiness, as the water is very much lower than it usually 
is at this time of the year, and the prospect for the summer 
is consequently not very bright. The first reduction in 
the amount of water permitted to be used was made on 
Monday of last week, when the Neenah and Menasha 
Water Power Company decreed that only 33 1-3 per cent. 
of the normal flow should be drawn. By Wednesday, the 
water had lowered still more, and another reduction was 
crdered to 20 per cent. of the normal flow. This amounts 
to about 60,000 cubic feet a minute. The whole Northwest 
has been passing through a very dry time this spring, and 
the lack of water here is one of the results of it. The 
paper mills will be able to run by steam power, at in- 
creased expense for fuel, but the low water will have a very 
restricting effect upon the production cf ground wood.

Granby Paper Company Starts Its New Machine.

Watertown, N. Y., June 11.—On Wednesday evening 
of last week the Granby Paper Company, Fulton, N. Y., 
started its new 90-inch Harper Fourdrinier high grade 
tissue machine. The mill now occupied by the Granby 
Paper Company is that formerly owned by the Waugh 
Brothers, who operated it as a straw board mill for many 
years. 

The personnel of the Granby Paper Company includes 
E. R. Redhead, president; J. H. Howe, vice-president; 
G. A. Weels, treasurer; W. R. Royce, secretary, and C. W. 
Pusey, superintendent. The first four named gentlemen 
have long been associated with the Victoria Paper Mills 
Company, and it is due to their energy largely that Fulton 
is the bustling place that it is now. Mr. Pusey is well 
known in the tissue trade, having for many years been con- 
nected with the tissue mills at Windsor Locks, Conn. 


The new- machine was built by the Bagley & Sewall 
Company and is a model of modern machine design, be- 
ing one of the latest and most complete machines of its 
kind. The start was made on a sheet of paper which 
weighed 9% pounds to the ream, and 1s being made at 
a speed of 200 feet per minute, and the first day’s product 
was 8,000 pounds, a remarkably good run on this class of 
paper for a new machine. F. M. 


The St. Regis Paper Company Wins. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., June 11.—In the case of the St. Regis 
Paper Company vs. the Santa Clara Lumber Company and 
the Brooklyn Cooperage Company Justice Leslie W. Rus- 
sell has granted the injunction which restrains the Santa 
Clara Company from selling 32,000 acres of land in Frank- 
lin County, or any part of it, to the Brooklyn Company or 
any other, so far as such sale will disturb the power of the 
former company to fulfill its contract with the plaintiff. 

Justice Russell has written a lengthy opinion in the case. 
He discusses the contract, which was for the delivery of 
from 11,000 to 13,000 cords of pulp wood a year for ten 
years at $9 a cord. He maintains that the action ‘is an 
equitable one, and says that it would be difficult in case of 
a breach of the contract to forecast the adequacy of an 
action which should seek to ascertain the damages to the 
plaintiff in the uncertain future of the ten years, or the ef 
fectiveness of one begun each year for those annually sus- 
tained, even if assurance could be given of the continued 
ability of the seller to respond. 

The Santa Clara Company claimed that it had the right 
to rescind the contract, and that its rescission, which has 
been placed on record, is binding. The right to rescind is 
claimed: for the reason that the St. Regis Company had not 
advanced the money for doing the work, and that there 
was $15,000 due at the time of the rescission. The court 
says that the deficiency of $15,000 under the terms of a 
contract involving the payment of $100,000 or more a year 
for ten years was of not.sufficient weight to work a freedom 
from all obligations under that contract. 

The injunction is granted on the condition that the de- 
fendants should be protected from loss so that in case of 
success the court should not have worked them serious in- 
jury. Justice Russell says that in addition to the general 
security upon temporary injunction the plaintiff should give 





a satisfactory undertaking to take the present cut and pay 
the balance at $9 a cord and any additional value found, in 
case it does not succeed without prejudice to defendants’ 
claimed rescission, so that the Santa Clara Company may 
not suffer loss by depreciation in quality from exposure or 
otherwise ; and also to take, on similar terms, during litiga- 
tion, the future cuts, so that this company may reasonably 
provide for the current efficiency of its plant, and utilize 
its property as though not disturbed by injunction.

Robert Gair Loses a Foot. 

Robert Gair, the paper goods manufacturer, met with an 
accident last week which has necessitated the amputation 
of his right foot. 

On Wednesday of last week while some of his employees 
were putting in place a heavy piece of machinery in Mr. 
Gair’s factory at Washington and Front streets, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., they allowed it to fall, and it landed on Mr. Gair’s 
right foot, crushing it. He was at once attended by a 
physician, who, after temporarily dressing the injured mem- 
ber, ordered the patient home. A _ later examination 
showed that the injury was much more serious than it was 
at first supposed, and on Monday amputatiofi was resorted 
to. Mr. Gair at last accounts was doing well and making 
satisfactory progress to recovery. 


Vaccinating Rag Room Girls.

APPLETON, Wis., June 11.—For some little time the Fox 
River Paper Company has been requiring the girls em- 
ployed in its rag rooms to be vaccinated. The plan has 
been to have ten or a dozen girls vaccinated each week 
instead of having the whole force tended to at one time. 
In this way if any are incapacitated for their duties for a 
few days, there is no interruption of work at the mill. 
There is no special reason for the vaccinations at this 
time, but it was thought to be a good measure to take to 
guard against any contingencies.

Makers of Better Grades Have the Advantage in Buying 


Raw Materials—The High Prices of Coal— 
Cultivating Canadian Trade. 


S. Charles Phillips, publisher of the Paper Maker, of 
London, England, speaking in regard to paper trade condi- 
tions in England to a representative of THE Paper TRADE 
JourNAL last week, said: ; 

“The conditions of trade at home have been about the 
same as they are on this side. Up to a week or two ago 
many complained of the abnormal pressure due to the very 
great demand for paper. A conspicuous feature of this ac- 
tivity in the industry has been the shortage of raw ma- 
This made things awkward, especially for the 
makers of news and the lower grades. Perhaps the brown 
(manila) makers suffered more than any other class. This 
was due to the fact that the makers of the better grades 
captured the stocks used by the others, as they could afford 
to give better prices for them. News makers were ‘only too 
thankful to absorb anything and everything which under 
former conditions would have only been fit for the brown 
mills. It is quite true that there have been three advances 
in the past few months on browns, yet the makers of them 
assert that these do not in any way compensate them for 
the advances in stock. Now that the South African cam- 
paign is practically at an end the interest in newspapers 
must naturally wane. We think we can even now detect a 
diminishing demand for news and also in the other grades. 
Our fine grade mills, although fairly well occupied, are by 
no means busy. These mills were not benefited by the rise 
in prices. 

“Taken on the whole, the paper trade of Great Britain, in 
spite of all the difficulties of the high prices for machinery, 
stocks, &c., has never been in a better state. Over there the 
tendency is marked toward larger mills and to extend out- 
put. It is the old story of the smaller and disadvantage- 
ously placed concerns going to the wall in the competition 
with the better placed, up to date mills. It should be noted 
as proof of this statement that although there are less 


terials. 


mills in the United Kingdom than there were five years 
ago, yet the production has been increased fully 33% per 
cent. within that time. ’ 

“The coal problem has been a troublesome question for 
the paper manufacturers at home. Thecostof coal has been 
a very serious item. Prices were forced to fancy values; 
the collieries going on the principle of ‘squeeze.’ In many 
instances common slack which used to sell at 5s. per ton of 
2,240 pounds, and of which any amount could be obtained 
up to twelve months ago, has been quoted and sold freely 
at 12@13s. 6d. Most of us in England feel that a slump in 
coal must surely ensue, from the mere fact that the war, 
approaching a conclusion as it is, frees the railroads of an 
enormous amount of rolling stock which has hitherto been 
engaged night and day for Government requirements. We 
expect that by this time next year the iron and steel indus- 
tries will have got down to their old level. When this 
comes the paper makers will no doubt repair their ma- 
chinery and order new machines, as the excessive strain 
on their plants due to the recent prosperous times makes 
this necessary. 

“As for the price of paper, we are certainly of the opinion 
that prices will never again fall to the ruinous level at 
which they were during the three years prior to the recent 
boom. 

“As you are aware, we are cultivating a closer acquaint- 
ance with the North American pulp makers, particularly 
those in Canada. We cannot help thinking that the Scan- 
dinavians have forced this upon us by the squeezing policy 
which they adopted some time back. A large amount of 
British and American capital is going into Canada for the 
purpose of developing and exploiting the wood pulp trade 
for the purpose of supplying the European market.” 


Supply of Pulp Wood in Maine. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


PortLAND, Me., June 11.—The pulp and paper mills of 
Maine never have been so heavily supplied with logs as 
they will be this season, provided all the drives get 
through, of which there now seems to be no doubt. Not 
only was the cut of logs especially intended for pulp very 


large last winter, but an immense quantity at first intended 
for saw mill consumption has been purchased by one of 
the pulp companies, so that the total of logs for pulp mill 
purposes this year will be nearly if not quite one-half of 
the total cut on the river. 

It is a difficult matter to estimate closely, but lumber- 
men say that the stock this year, exclusive of the saw logs 
bought by pulp companies, is 25 per cent. larger than 
usual. The Millinocket plant has cut 5,000,000 feet of logs 
on its own account, and purchased 35,000,000 feet more, 
making a total stock of 40,000,000 feet. This includes a large 
quantity of saw logs bought, it is supposed, on’ specula- 
tion, which would have been sold had the spruce market 
held up to the high prices that prevailed in the early spring. 
The bottom having dropped out of the market, it is likely 
now that the company will hold on to its logs. In addi- 
tion to this stock it is estimated that other mills on the 
Penobscot will use 35,000,000 feet of logs, making a total 
in the hands of the pulp and paper men of about 75,000,000 
feet, or nearly one-half of the total cut of all kinds on the 
river. The same conditions practically prevail on other 
Maine rivers. On the Kennebec it is estimated that 72,- 
000,000 feet of logs will go into pulp, and that is rather 
more than one-half of the total cut of logs on that river. 
On the Androscoggin the pulp industry is making rapid 
strides, and is now using up the larger part by far of all 
the logs cut on that river. Some of the Aroostook logs 
will go into pulp in New Brunswick, but no considerable 
quantity.- On the waters in Hancock and Washington 
counties there are as yet no pulp mills, but considerable 
quantities of pulp wood will be shipped by rail from the 
vicinity of Machias to the mills at Gardiner and Madison.

TESTING WOOD PULP. 


Importance of Correct Work, Especially with Present High 
Prices—How the Weighing Should Be Done—The 
Number of Baies 10 Be Sampled.

With pulp at present high prices, an excess of 1 
per cent. in the moisture contents of a large parcel of pulp 
means a considerable difference in the and paper 
makers are perfectly justified in expecting that the test 
made by an official analyst shall correspond within very 
close limits with the report of the mill chemist. This be- 
ing so, it is but natural that annoyance should be felt when 
these two tests show widely different results, and it is to 
the interest of all parties concerned that greater concord- 
ance should be established than is at present the case. We 
know of instances in which the percentage of moisture in- 
dicated by the mill test has been as much as 5 per cent. 
higher than that certified by the analyst—and this in large 
parcels of pulp, the samples having been cut side by side 
from the bales selected. Of course, these are extreme cases,

comparatively frequent occurrence. 
factory state of things, and any light which can be thrown 
upon the subject should be welcomed. It is apparent that 
where large parcels of pulp are concerned—whether wet or 
dry—the difference between an excess moisture allowance 
calculated upon the mill test, and that allowance calculated 
upon the certificate of the analyst showing a lower percent- 
age of moisture, may easily be so great as to assume a very 
serious degree of importance. Let us therefore, 
whether the facts before us as to the use of the desiccator 


see, 
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in pulp testing affords any ciue to these discrepancies in 
results. 

In connection with most of the types of drying ovens it 
is not customary to cool the dried samples before weighing. 
In several cases the dry pulp is weighed in the oven itselt, 
and in other instances the sample is taken from the oven 
and weighed while still hot. On the other hand, it is an 
invariable rule with some eminent analysts to cool the dried 
sample under the desiccator before weighing, and we do not 
hesitate to express the opinion that the majority of pulp 
claims made in the North are settled upon analysts’ results 
obtained by the use of the desiccator. 

A paper mill chemist tests a parcel of pulp, weighing his 
sample while still hot, or even in the oven, and obtains a 
certain result. The analyst samples the parcel, and cools 
his sample in the desiccator before weighing. When the re- 
sults are forthcoming, it is found that the official test shows 
less moisture than the mill test. What is the reason? Sim- 
ply because the methods of analysis are not uniform, and 
until uniformity of methods is attained such discrepancies 
in results are unavoidable. The real question at issue is, 
Should pulp be weighed hot or should it be weighed cold? 
Let us glance briefly at the reasons for the use of the des- 
iccator. Professor Thorpe, dealing with the effect of heat 
upon the apparent weight of bodies, says in his “Quanti- 
tative Chemical Analysis”: 

“A body should never be weighed when warm. By 
placing a warm object on the pan (of a balance) the indica- 
tions of the instrument are affected to a marked extent. 
The ascending air current produced acts against the object 
pan and beam above it, and the body appears to weigh less 
than it ought to weigh. The warm air, after a time, also 
affects the portion of the beam against which it strikes, and 
by increasing its length disturbs the equality in the arms. 
All substances condense upon their surface a _ certain 
amount of air and moisture, the weight of which depends 
unon their temperature. From this cause also the weight 
of a bodv when warm is alwavs less than when cold.” 

From the above extract it will be seen that the weight of 
a sample of pulp. when weighed hot. is not the correct 
weieht—but the annarent weicht. and if the nuln is weivhed 
ata hich temnerature in the oven or out of it. the moisture 
fiewre calculated from this weight will always be too hich. 

We come now to the auestion of the number of bales 
which should be taken to insure a representative sample. 






The contract note which governs the majority of pulp sales 
specifies that samples shall be drawn from 2 per cent. of the 
number of bales comprising the parcel, and further, that not 
less than five bales shall be sampled. In this matter of the 
minimum number of the bales, paper makers are, generally 
speaking, much too unbending. Where a small parcel of 
pulp is in question—say 200 bales—the analyst is very often 
obliged to content himself with the minimum number—five. 
The contract note says five, and the paper mill authorities 
will not vouchsafe him a single bale more. If he begs hard 
he may occasionally induce a soft-hearted chemist to relent 
to the extent of two or three bales, but, generally, he has 
to be satisfied with the irreducible mininium. If this min- 
imum number were to be doubled, the result of tests of 
small parcels of pulp would be far more satisfactory. It 
often happens that the variation in moisture through a par- 
cel of dry pulp is so great that two lots of five bales each, 
taken at random, may test at 5 or 6 per cent. in difference. 
To quote actual tests, two such experiments showed, in the 
first lot, 8 per cent., and in the second lot, 14 per cent. 
The true moisture content of the parcel was neither 8 per 
cent. nor 14 per cent., but the mean of the two, viz., II per 
cent. The minimum number of bales provided for under 
existing conditions is too low, and might with great ad- 
vantage be doubled. 

On the other hand, it is doubtful whether, in very large 
parcels, say of over 3,000 bales, any advantage is gained by 
adhering strictly to the specified percentage. Again draw- 
ing upon the fruits of a wide experience, we think that it 
is unnecessary to sample 2 per cent. of a parcel of say 5,000 
bales. 

It is a well-known fact that few paper mill chemists ever 
sample the full number of bales in making their own tests, 
and not until the analyst pays his visit is the proper per- 
centage taken. This is a mistake. A claim should never 
be made upon the first test of half a dozen bales. At least 
two estimations should be made—the more the better—and 
the full number of bales specified should be sampled before 
claiming. 

Dealing comprehensively with the whole question of the 
percentage of bales to be sampled, we are of opinion that 
the minimum number should be 10; up to 2.000, 2 per cent. : 
over 2,000, 10 bales to be added for each 1,000 in excess of 
that number.

The Board on Classification of the United States Board 
of General Appraisers has rendered the following decision: 
Wilfred Schade & Co.—Merchandise. Assessed for duty 
s “parchment paper” at 30 per cent. under paragraph 308, 
Act of 1894, and claimed to be dutiable at 20 per cent. under 
paragraph 310. Protest sustained. 


Blotting Paper. 


For some years the manufacturers of blotting paper have 
gone along at a quiet, steady gait, each extolling the pe- 
culiar absorbent qualities of his special product. For years 
blotting paper has been used as the successor of the pounce 
box and sand, and nothing else. Nowadays, however, it is 
creeping into other lines. The piano manufacturers find 
that it successfully replaces felt; the physicians find in it an 
excellent article for the making of bandages, and the worker 
in the electrical line has ascertained that blotting paper, 
treated chemically in the proper way, makes an excellent 
insulating material. 

Other grades of paper have found new channels of use in 
hundreds of lines, and there is to-day a large tonnage of 
paper mill product goinginto converters’ hands tobe after- 
ward sent into lines totally apart from the paper trade. It 
is well that the blotting paper manufacturers are now shar- 
ing in this movement. Undoubtedly in the coming years 
many new uses will be found for this chief of absorbent 


papers. 


Our New Dependencies. 


The Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury Department is 
constantly besieged by inquiries as to trade in Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the Hawaiian Islands and the Philippines. In order 
to satisfy these calls it has prepared a statement showing a 
list of the principal exports to those places during the ten 
months ended April.30, 1900. The exports of articles of in- 
terest to the paper trade are as follows:

The general exports to Manila during the first three 
months of this year show an increase of $2,050,443 over 
those of the first three months of 1899, and it would seem 
as though United States paper manufacturers should be able 
to supply by far the greater part of the demand for paper in 
these places, to the exclusion of manufacturers in other 
countries who have been enjoying the cream of the business. 


Business Education Abroad. 

American Consular Agent Harris, at Eibenstock, Ger- 
many, sends a report to our State Department, in which 
he states that “Germany has led and is still leading the 
world in commercial education,” and to this he attributes 
much of the wonderful expansion of German trade during 
the last few years. He observes that the various commer- 
cial schools annually send forth large numbers of quali- 
fied young men to take up lucrative and important posi- 
tions in the business world. They are selling in distant 
countries products of German industry, from a locomotive 
to a clothespin, invariably having the advantage over their 
American and English competitors of being able to speak 
fluently the language of the country in which they attempt 
to sell their goods. Consular Agent Harris attributes the 
superor efficiency of German commercial travelers to the 
splendidly conducted commercial institutes in Germany, 
and adds that the founding of a great commercial univer- 
sity in Hamburg is in contemplation. He strongly rec- 
ommends the establishment of similar educational insti- 
tutes in the United States. 

We may add that England is awakening to the new 
requirements The Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain has accepted the Chancellorship of 
the new University of Birmingham, the Royal Charter for 


of modern trade competition. 


which has just been granted. In a letter to a committee 


organized to obtain funds for the University he shows 
that he recognizes the necessity of strenuous effort, if 
Great Britain is to hold her own in the manufacturing 
world. He writes: 


It is certain that in the future we shall only be able to 
preserve and extend our trade, in face-of the highly or- 
ganized industries of the Continent and the United States, 
by availing ourselves of all the latest discoveries of science 
and by enabling all who, either as principals or as mana- 
gers and foremen, are intrusted with the conduct of busi- 
ness, to acquire both a theoretical and a practical knowl- 
edge of their trade equal to that enjoyed by their rivals. 
The great and distinctive work of the new university will 
be to provide this training, and, in order to do this, we 
shall require teachers, buildings, machinery, and apparatus 
of all kinds on a scale not hitherto possessed by any 
British university, although it will be difficult to surpass

the arrangements which have been so wisely and liberally 
provided in the United States and Canada. But it must 
be done, if we are not to be left behind ia the race, and it 
is most desirable to take advantage of the present great 
prosperity to make what may fairly be regarded as an in- 
surance against the time when we shall have to strain 
every nerve to maintain our position. 


With such developments abroad in the matter of com- 
mercial education and technical training, American manu- 
facturers and business men will watch with keen interest 
the steps taken by our colleges and universities to provide 
increased facilities for similar training for American youth, 


In the case of the Marshall Paper Company, of Turner’s 
Falls, Mass., the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the first circuit, sitting at Boston, Mass., has decided 
that that corporation is entitled to its discharge in bank- 
ruptcy, this being the first decision on record to this effect. 
The District Court refused a discharge for two reasons: 
First, it doubted, at least in some cases, whether a corpora- 
tion was entitled, under the act, to a discharge; second, it 
held that the court could refuse a discharge for causes 
other than those mentioned in Section 14 of the act; and it 
declined to grant a discharge in this case by reason of the 
injurious effect it might have upon the creditors’ right to 
enforce the secondary liability of the directors of the cor- 
poration under the Massachusetts statute. The Appeliate 
Court holds that the corporation is entitled to a discharge 
under the bankrupt act of 1898, and that the court is not 
authorized to deny the application for discharge upon any 
ground not specified in Section 14 of the act. Under former 
United States bankrupt laws corporations have been ex- 
pressly excepted from those entitled to a discharge. 


Bradstreet’s table of index prices of staple commodities 
shows that during May the movement of prices was gener- 
ally downward. The decreases numbered considerably 
more than double the increases reported during the month, 
and among the commodities that decreased in price were 
paper, anthracite coal, spruce and hemlock timber, and 
pine. None of the materials used in paper making showed 
increases, but alum, caustic soda, bicarbonate of soda, sul- 
phuric acid and bituminous coal remained unchanged. 
Bradstreet’s approximate index number on June 1 was 86,- 
088, a falling off of 3.2 per cent. from May 1, a decline of 
6.9 per cent. from the high level reached on February 1, 
but a gain of 8.8 per cent. over the same date a year ago. 
Compared with three years ago, the general level of prices 
is one-third higher. Only seventeen products advanced 
during the month, forty-five declined, and forty-two re- 
mained unchanged... As compared with a year ago, how- 
ever, seventy-one products are higher and seven are un- 
changed, leaving about one-fourth of all staples lower. 


Canada is not missing any opportunity to push her cam- 
paign in the pulp and paper line. In order to take advantage 
of the Paris Exposition her Department of Agriculture has 
published a book which sets forth the resources of Canada 
in the way of spruce and water power, a synopsis of the 
That 
she possesses vast resources in those lines is generally 
known, but the actual figures will prove interesting. It is, 
however, to be hoped that the statistics presented are more 
accurate than the technical terms, the writer of the book 
repeatedly using the term “sulphate” where evidently “sul- 
phite” is intended. 


The exports of paper at this port last week were valued 
at $42,815. This week they are valued at $65,610, and they 
embrace 5,807 packages, 496 cases, 119 bundles and 1 bale. 
The points to which the merchandise goes are wide apart, 
and a glance at the larger shipments shows that United 
States paper is sent to all parts of the earth. For instance, 
this week, according to the returns, Australia took our 
paper to the value of $24,815; New Zealand, $8,467; Lon- 
don, $4,943; Japan, $3,738; Glasgow, $2,632; Mexico, 
$2,948; St. Petersburg, $1,597; Porto Rico, $1,588; Cuba, 
$1,486; British West Indies, $1,111. The week’s record is 
encouraging, not only as to the amount of goods ex- 
ported, but also as to the fact that our circle of customers 
is constantly growing larger. 


Complaints as to low water continue, and in the Fox 
River Valley the stringency of the restrictions put in op- 
eration by one power company has been increased, the 
amount of water which the mill men are allowed to draw 
being materially reduced. Manufacturers are watching the 
water supply very closely, and the general opinion is that 
there will be a shortage that will interfere greatly with mill 
operations. 


President Fisher, of the Union Bag and Paper Company, 
declares that there is no bag war on, at least so far as the 
Union Company is concerned. He adds that in making its 
prices his company has simply followed the course of the 
market for paper. That is pleasant, but we doubt if it will 
be easy to convince the “outside” bag makers that it is an 
unbiased statement of fact.

It is likely that a new mill will be built at Natural Dam, 
N. Y., as the purchase of the mill site has been almost 
completed. 

It is said that the Elkton Paper Company and _ the 
Southern Pulp Company, Elkton, Md., have been sold to 
Ar.hur P. Sturges, representing a syndicate. 

The Parsons Pulp and Paper Company is now building 
a mill at Parsons, W. Va., at which it will manufacture 
bleached and unbleached sulphite. It will have a capacity 
of 60,000 pounds a day. 

The Chicago Coated Board Company, Chicago, IIl., has 
just installed a large new machine, thereby doubling its 
former capacity. Other machines will be added from time 
to time as the growing demands of business require. 

The St. Regis Paper Company, which is now. building 
-.a mill at Watertown, N. Y., has filed a certificate at Al- 
bany certifying that it has increased its capital stock $100,- 
000, making its total capital stock $1,100,000, of which 
$600,000 is preferred and $500,000 common. 

Colin Gardner, president of the Tytus-Gardner Paper 
and Manufacturing Company, Middletown, Ohio, is 
authority for the statement that the company has not yet 
decided to rebuild its plant recently destroyed by fire. 
After the fire losses are adjusted this subject will be con- 
sidered by the company.

from two wire cables. It is 146 feet long and 5% feet 
wide. It was built for the convenience of their 500 work- 
men. 


The Malone Paper Company, Malone, N. Y., though it 
received a severe setback in the tearing away of its dam 
by the high water this spring, started its mill some days 
ago. The machines began on No. 1 manila. A com- 
plete new wooden dam was built to replace the old struc- 
ture, and cost over $2,000. It is very solid and it is 
thought will repel future onslaughts of high water. 


From June 1, 1900, the St. Regis Paper Company, 
Watertown, N. Y., will pay 6 per cent. interest upon its 
bonded indebtedness. New bonds, bearing 6 per cent. in- 
terest, will be issued in due time and will be exchanged for 
5 per cent. bonds now outstanding. Bonds are guaranteed 
andthe hard and soft timber upon 80,000 acres of land 
will be deeded in trust to the Colonial Trust Company, of 
New York, for the purpose of paying the bonds. 

The wood pulp mill at South Edwards, N. Y., which was 
built this spring by the Carthage Tissue Company, is now 
in successful operation. Its product is even greater than 
was hoped, the available power at that point being of a 
most desirable nature. The mill was started on May 17, 
and has run steadily since. The building is of brick and 
stone. The plant is equipped with two large Bagley & 
Sewall grinders. It was built to furnish pulp for the tissue 
mill. Previous to its erection much of the pulp used by 
the latter concern had to be bought outside. 


The board of directors of the Columbian Paper Com- 
pany, consisting of Thomas Bohanan, president; Samuel 
H. Egolf, general manager; James Kelly, L. Heston Todd, 
E. H. Middleton, Jacob Stotter and E. L. Embre, were in 
Bristol, Va., last week, to inspect the work being done 
on the company’s new pulp mill being established there. 
Mr. Egolf stated that the work on the plant had pro- 
gressed a bit slow, but he thought it would go through in 
a hurry as soon as the stone work could be completed. 
Many carloads of machinery have arrived.

New Decision Under Bankruptcy Law. 

Boston, Mass., June 11.—The United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals last week handed down a decision in 
bankruptcy proceedings against the Marshall Paper Com- 
pany, Turner’s Falls, Mass., holding that the corporation 
is entitled to discharge under the bankruptcy act of 1808, 
this being the first decision of the question. The court 
accordingly reversed the decree of the District Court re- 
fusing the discharge. The court dismissed the petition of 
the paper company asking that the court revise the order 
of the District Court refusing to enjoin certain actions at 
law in the State Court under Section 11 until the question 
of discharge is determined.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 11.—A petition has been filed 
in the clerk of court’s office asking for the dissolution of 
the Chester Paper Company, of Chester, Mass. The com- 
pany was organized in 1892 with a capital of $75,000. The 
plant of the company was absorbed by the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company.

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AMONG THE MILLS. 


The Soda Fibre Maker and the Woods He Uses Now— 
Locating Pulp and Paper Mills—New Kink in Soda 
Fibre Digesters--Locating Pulp Mills. 


[STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Catawissa, Pa., June 11.—Some people seem to be 
thinking that paper makers have “bitten off more than they 
can chew” in the way of orders, and that they have placed 
and received more orders than the demand for paper will 
warrant. Be that as it may, the market for soda pulp does 
not seem to be greatly affected yet, and there is sale for 
all that can be made. Such material as fine soda pulp is 
now made of would have broken a mill man’s heart ten 
years ago, when nice, clean poplar and a little basswood 
was all that he would look at in the line of pulp wood. 
But now he will gladly take all he can get of any old kind 
of wood, and get all he can of it, too. 

As stated heretofore in these columns, birch, beech, ma- 
ple and ash make excellent pulp, and mill men are glad to 
get all they can of them. Once in a while a few sticks of 
poplar are seen in a mill yard, but that wood is becoming 
quite a curiosity. Oak and chestnut are “not in it” for 
soda pulp making. There is too much tannin in the chest- 
nut, and a few sticks of oak in a digester full of pulp will 
sliver the whole business. Soft maple appears to be the 
favorite of the hardwoods for soda pulp making at the 
present time. This wood cooks well, and, what is better, 
it bleaches easily. It would seem to the casual observer 
that white birch would make the whitest and cleanest pulp 
imaginable. This is.not so, however, and it is one of the 
worst woods to bleach that the soda man has to deal with. 
It is very obstinate in yielding to the action of the bleach, 
and if the temperature is not just right and the strength of 
the solution at the exact mark, the wood will chlorinate 
and come out red and worthless. Beech acts the same in 
a lesser degree. It can be bleached with a fair amount of 
attention to the strength and temnerature of the chlorine 
solution, but this wood, if not closely watched, will also 
become chlorinated, and make inferior stock. Still. a 
greater degree of variation can be allowed than with birch. 
Either wood, if the attendant sees signs of chlorination. can 
be saved by the addition of a small quantity of sulphite 
liquor to the bleach solution while mixed with the wood 
pulp. The use of sulphite liquor for this purpose is not 
generally known to the trade, although a number of soda 
cookers are aware of the fact that it will answer pretty well 
as an anti-chlorine or “bleach killer.” No preparation 
need be made. The liquor direct from storage tank may be 
thrown into the bleach apparatus, and it will do its work 
faithfully and well. 

In cooking beechwood, a soda solution of about 12° 
Beaumé should he used. and a great deal of attention should 
be given to getting all the bark off the wood before it is 
placed in the digesters. Beech bark will plav the mischief 
with a digester full of otherwise good pulp about as quick 
as anything else on record. Many times—in fact. almost 
alwzys—the peelers in the woods leave a portion of the bark, 
and particularly of the inner bark, on the wood, and, if the 
greatest degree of vigilance is not maintained all the time, 
this adhering bark will go into the digester with the wood, 
and then there will surely be a cook of poor pulp. The best 
ard about the only remedy is to remove all the bark. This 
can only he done by careful work, and a gang of men with 
sharp axes is the best thing to use. It is an expensive way, 
but when the saving in wood is considered it is cheaper 
than to use any form of power peeler yet constructed 
which at least has as yet come to the writer’s notice. Each 
man should be supplied with a dcvble edged’ axe, so that 
one edge may be used for removing knots, portions of dirt 
and other foreign matter, while the other edge is constant- 
ly kept sharp for bark peeling, and used for nothing else. 
Two single axes will do the trick, but a single double in- 
strument is better, for its use saves a lot of time in keeping 
track of two axes and in constantly changing them. Each 
man should also be supplied with a sort of “horse” made 
with two legs, the back or top forming the cther or third 
leg. A’ stick of wood can be leaned against the three- 
legged “horse” described and sufficiently supported while 
the bark is being chipped off. . 

The freshet season of the year is about past, so I hope 
at least, and the record of dams carried away can only be 
equaled by the record of the number of mills burned. The 
mills with dams destroyed are helpless, not only for the 
time being, but for all the time that the water supply is 
plentiful; for in many cases it is impossible to repair the 
damaged or destroyed dams until the period:of low water 
arrives. Take into consideration the time lost by water 
driven mills, the cost and running expense of maintaining 
hydraulic works, and the saving due to water power will 
prove a very small, even if not really a minus, quantity. 
Add to this the time and trouble of securing and keeping 
a good grade of labor in remote places, and there is noth- 
ing to say in favor of water driven paper mil's. 

Steam plants are now in use which have been so per- 
fected that they deliver a horse power for each and every 


pound of combustible burned per hour. This is not yet a 
common occurrence, but it has been done. This means 
one horse power for every 10 pounds of water evaporated 
per hour, something radically different from the 30 
pounds of water required per horse power per hour, ac- 
cording to the standard established a few years ago by 
the American Society of Mechanical Engineers. In the 
immediate future it is safe to say that even a less quan- 
tity of water will be required. Even now, will it pay to 
put paper mills in the remote backwoods, where the power 
will cost fully as much as if the mill was located directly 
in its market? No, it will not pay, and it does not pay, 
and paper mill men are beginning to find it out. Ground 
wocd pulp mills are all right in the backwoods. That is 
the place for them, and sulphite digesters may also be in- 
cluded in the backwoods pulp mill outfit. Still, I would 
not recommend the erection of elaborate or costly canals 
and dams. Let the grinders follow the spruce and the 
hemlock as the forests are pushed back to the frontier. As 
fast as a timber country is exhausted, let the mills be 
moved nearer the source of timber supply, that is, as near 
as the question of power will permit, and then there will 
be no repair work or rebuilding. Put in the most tempo- 
rary construction and abandon when done with it. But 
the paper mills: Keep them close to the cities where the 
output is to be used, run the mills by steam, and better 


paper at a less cost to manufacture will be the result every 
J. F. H. 


time. 


Canadian Pulp Wood. 


George Johnson, F. S. S., statistician of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, Canada, has just published 
a book, entitled “Pulp Wood of Canada.’’ This book, 
which has been printed by direciion of the Canadian Com- 
mission for the Paris Exposition, was designed to present 
the merits of Canadian pulp wood and wood pulp to those 


who should visit the Exposition. 

After a few preliminary historical notes as to pulp and 
paper, Mr. Johnson states that in 1881 there were five 
pulp mills in Canada; in 1891 there were twenty-four, 
while now there are thirty-five. The amount of capital in- 
ves.ed is between fifteen and twenty million dollars. 

He next takcs up the question of Canadiaa forests, and 
says: 

From an investigation made in 1894, it appeared that 
from 38 to 4o per cent, of Canada consists of woodland 
and forests. That .is about 1,400,000 square miles. If 
one-half of this area is spruce, there will be about 450,- 
cco,coo acres of spruce area in Canada. In the manufac- 
ture of news paper wood pulp, according to present 
metheds, a cord of spruce wood is estimated to equal 650 
feet of board measure, and this quantity of raw material 
will make a half a ton of sulphite pulp, or 1 ton of ground 
wood pulp. News paper stock is made up with 20 per 
cent. of the sulphite pulp and 80 per cent. of the ground 
wood pulp. Naw, as figured by experts, the best of spruce 
land possesses a stand of about 7,000 feet to the acre. 
This is equal to 6 tons of sulphite and 11% tons of ground 
wood pulp per acre. 

Taking ground wood pulp as the basis, and Io tons 
per acre as the product, there are 4,500,000,000 tons of 
wood pulp in sight in Canada. . 

Great Britain and the United States consume yearly 
about go0,cco tons of pulp wood—which is the product 
of about 90,000 acres of spruce woodland to be denuded* 
cf its spruce every year to supply the demand of these 
two countries. At that rate it would take fifty years to 
destroy the present existing spruce crop. But spruce re- 
produces itself, to the sizes best suited for pulp, in thirty 
years. As the first 90,000 acres cut over would have fifty 
years to reproduce the second growth, it is evident that 
the spruce forests of Canada can stand all demands upon 
them without fear of total deprivation in the lapse of time. 

Experts, in order to indicate the great area in Canada 
cecupied by the spruce as its habitat, have declared that 
in Canada an area equal to that of England could be cut 
over every year, and still the reproductive powers of the 
spruce would maintain the equilibrium of demand and sup- 
ply. There may be exaggeration in this statement, but it 
fairly enough gives expression to the immensity of the 
area filled for the growth of spruce. 

In the Province of Quebec it is estimated that there are 
200,000,000 acres of timber limits, mostly timbered with 
black spruce, the most valuable of all woods for pulp and 
paper purposes. 

The Premier of the Province recently stated that in 1892 
spruce limits were sold for about $8 per mile, while last 
year (1899) the Government sold similar limits for $150 
per mile, the price thus rising under the pressure of de- 
mand nearly nineteen times what it was seven years bée- 
fore. 

Mr. Johnson next takes up the water power question, pre- 
senting tables of the various powers above and below the city 
of Ottawa, and briefly referring to powers in other parts 
of Canada. The Ottawa Board of Trade recently made an 
examination into the resources of the region tributary to 
Ottawa, and found that within a radius of 50 miles there 
was an available water power of nearly 900,000 horse 
power, the Ottawa supplying 664,000 horse power and its 
tributaries 226,225 herse power, those on the Ontario side 
contributing 40,000 and those on the Quebec side 186,225 


horse power. 

The book contains a number of illustrations, including 
those of the Sault Ste. Marie Pulp Mill, the Grand Mere 
Pulp Mill, the Chicoutimi Pulp Mills and many of the 
most prominent Canadian waterfalls. 
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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Paper for Secret Writing—Preventing Boiler Incrustation— 
Aligning Shafting—Oil Filter—Spraying Device— 
Securing Pipes to Walls—Hollow Grate Bar. 








A paper for controllable secret writing, patented by Ernst 
Kretchmann, Gross Lafferdee, Germany, and protected by 
letters No. 650,901, consists of unglazed writing paper 
soaked in a solution of 1 part of a haloid salt of cobalt, 12 
parts of glycerine, and 2 parts of gum arabic in go parts of 
water, and bearing marks of 2 grains of recorcin and 2 
grains of paratoluidin in eight drops of water and six drops 
of sulphuric acid. 

An attachment for preventing boiler incrustation, pat- 
ented by William A. Sheets, Lexington, Ky. (No. 650,916), 
consists of a cylinder located on the outside of the boiler 
furnace, with pipes connecting the opposite ends of the cyl- 
inder with the under side of the boiler, said pipes passing 
through the furnace. The water in the boiler is forced by a 
difference in temperature to circulate through the cylinder 
mentioned, and the impurities in the water are deposited 
in the cylinder, from which they may be blown off through 
a pipe for that purpose. 

Letters Patent No. 651,024, issued to William E. Thomas, 
Danville, Va., cover an instrument for aligning and leveling 
shafting. It consists of a device to be hooked upon the 
shaft and to hang suspended therefrom, a leveling bar and 
combined plumb and level being attached to the bar in 
question. From the lower ends of the pendant bars of the 
instrument plumb bobs are dropped to indicate with a line 
on the floor the degree of straightness of the shafting, the 
leveling being done by adjusting the shafting to the reading 
of the plumb bob on the leveling bar. The pendant bars 
are adjustable on the leveling bar, and in all other parts 
necessary to the working of the instrument. 

A new oil filter, by August H. Franke, St. Louis, Mo. 
(No. 651,137), has an outer inclosing wall with a bottom 
attached and an electric heating device surrounding them. 
After the oil is heated to the necessary degree, magnetism 
is passed through the oil by means of a solenoid magnet for 
the purpose of assisting in renewing and purifying the oil. 
There is also an arrangement of mechanical filtering de- 
vices in the filter, the necessary strainers, and the means 
for drawing off the purified oil and the sediment extracted. 


A spraying device for use in the manufacture of paper, by 
Robert Dietrich, Merseburg, Germany, is the subject of 
American patent No. 651,162, and is particularly adapted 
for rotary knot catchers, felt washers and similar ma- 
chinery. It is a jet tube, having a divided cross-section, 
consisting of a lower water supply tube formed with a 
small opening or slot in its upper portion and surmounted 
with a cap provided with spray holes, arranged at a 
higher level than the opening or slot. There is also a mud 
or sand trap arranged to catch those impurities from the 
water current, which is deflected from its straight course 
by a deflector plate, causing the suspended substances to be 
deposited in a trap instead of being delivered with the 
water. 

Means for securing pipes to walls is the subjectof another 
American patent (No. 651,168), issued to John Hague, 
Ashton-under-Lyne, England. The device consists of two 
large flat lugs or wings in connection with socketed pipe, 
said slots being longer than the depth of a brick, and _ in- 
clined so that when fastenings are placed through them into 
the brick spaces, there is no opportunity for either down- 
ward or sidewise movement of the hanger thus supported. 


A hollow grate bar for boiler furnaces (No. 651,206), by 
William W. Reed, Peoria, Ill., assignor of one-half to 
William B. Moore, same place, is made up of pipes through 
which the feed water passes from injector to boiler. The 
mechanical difficulties are overcome by connecting the pipe 
bars by elbows screwed to the pipes, but bolted to each 
other, with a supporting flange between each pair thereof. 
Thus a serpentine passage is provided for the feed water 
underneath the bed of burning fuel in the boiler furnace. 

A machine for making and stayirge paper boxes has been 
patented (No. 651,212) by Harry B. Smith, New York 
city. The boxes to be thus made and stayed have cut-away 
corners and the machine seizes two adjacent ends of the 
box blank, brings them into place and fastens them with a 
metal clip or stay. which is forced or crimped into shape to 
hold the paper sides firmly. 

Designs for card mounts or mats, Nos. 32.803 and 32,804, 
have been patented by Alfred Clements, Philadelnhia. Pa. 
The mats being made of cardboard, as usual, and orna- 
mented by colored “spatter” work, solid at one end, and 
vignetted at the other. being in one light at the inner edge 
next to the picture. and in the other light around the outer 
edge of the mat and dark around the picture.

The Manila Hemp Market. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The War De- 
partment made public to-day an extract 
from a report of Major-General Otis, 
showing that from February 10 to April 29, 
of this year, there had been received at the 
port of Manila 330,000 bales of manila 
hemp, and that additional quantities of that 
fibre were coming in as rapidly as coasting 
vessels could be secured.

Trade of Japan. 


Japanese industries, says A. H. Lay, as- 
sistant in H. M. Consular Service in Japan, 
were in a flourishing state during 1899; 
numerous undertakings yielded larger re- 
turns than they had done for some years, 
and many new enterprises were started. 
Although the idea prevalent in some quar- 
ters a few years ago, that the Japanese were 
to conquer the markets of the world with 
their manufactures, has died a natural death, 
there can be no two opinions that they are 
making rapid progress. 

Their great lack is capital and efficient or- 
ganization. If Japan could obtain a suffi- 
ciency of foreign capital by encouraging its 
investment in the country ; if small Japanese 
business concerns and industrial bodies, of 
which there are so many, would unite and 
so provide more working capital, and if the 
Japanese were to bring to bear upon their 
industries the power of organization which 
they have shown they possess in a high de- 
gree in the development of their naval and 
military forces, they would no doubt accom- 
plish much more than at present. Recently, 
tendencies toward the creation of larger cap- 
ital funds for business undertakings have 
been seen in the amalgamation of spinning 
companies, banking corporations, &c., and 
in the formation of trusts. 

Printing paper was imported into Japan in 
1899 to the extent of 4,279 tons, of the value 
of $382,000, a considerable decrease com- 
pared with the previous year, when the 
quantity was 18,905 tons, of the value of
